American Bluejackets Sent Back on

Havana, Sept, 15.— The bluejackets 
who were landed 
Thursday evening 
from the United States cruiser Den­ 
ver have returned on board that v e s ­ 
sel. 
The Washington government is 
believed here to have 
regarded the 
ste]» as open to a construction of in­ 
tervention. 
Tho events of Friday also 
indicated that the insurgents in H a­ 
vana province regarded the landing of 
American sailors as constituting inter­ 
vention, and they signified their readi­ 
ness on that account to quit the field. 
Nothing resulted from their offers to 
surrender. 
The railroads are completely tied 
up, no trains leaving Havana.

Hava Tw o Thousand Marines on 
Board. 
Washington, Sept. 15.— Having pre­ 
pared 
for all eventualities 
in Cuba 
which prudence and experience could 
suggest, the officials in Washington 
who are temporarily acting as heads 
of the m ilitary branches of the govern­ 
ment await developments and watch 
the execute® of the plans they have 
already formed. 
No additional orders 
came from the president Friday. 
There was no cessation of the activi­ 
ties of the subordinate 
officers who 
were charged with the execution of de­ 
tails. 
W ithin a short time eight naval 
vessels will surround the island and 
they will he well manned by marine 
contingents, making good a deficiency 
in the present equipment of the Den­ 
ver. 
In addition to the Denver, now 
at Havana, the Des Moines is crossing 
the Florida straits from Key West for 
that port; the Marietta is probably at 
Cienfuegos, though interrupted tele­ 
graph lines makes it difficult for her 
to report; the Dixie, with 300 marines 
aboard is making all haste from Guan­ 
tanamo for the Cuban capital, while 
the Tacoma is about to sail for Cuba 
from Norfolk, to he followed by the 
Cleveland 
and the 
Newark 
at the 
same port, and the 
Minneapolis at 
League Island. 
All 
are taking 
on 
stores. 
Meanwhile the marine corps 
is in perfect readiness and expects to 
he able to place 2.000 marines aboard 
ship at a few hours’ not ice, most of 
tile men being now at League Island. 
New York and Norfolk.
